The March 18, 1949* issue of the "Daily Worker", 
an eastcoast Communist daily newspaper which ceased 
publication on January 13* 1958, carried an article 
which reflected that Shirley Graham, author, had been 
elected to the Board of Directors of the NCASF . 

The NCASF has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

A fourth confidential source advised on June 29, 

1950, that Shirley Graham was not known to him personally, 
but that he had received information that she was a .Comminist 
for several years around 1944, and 1945* which information 
was received from Jack Stachel. According to this infor- 
mation, this source*, advised that Shirley Graham was a 
concealed Communist, and she was represented to him as a 
"staunch member of the Communist Party". 

Jack Stachel, a member of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party of the United Stat es of America, was 
convicted on October 14, 1949* in the United States District 
Court, Southern District of New York, for violation of the 
Smith Act of 1940. He was sentenced to five years im- 
prisonment serving from July, 195i* until March, 1955* at 
which time he was released on parole which ended December 
26, 1955.
